Now, 
whether they did not explain what they meant by Reformation, Defence of Religion, 
the Honour and 1 0 b of the King, in that barbarous Murther perpetrated 
on his Sacred Majeſty before his own Palace-Gate, juſt four Tears after, ſave one 
Day, 1 leave to you to judge. | | | 

Second, A Sermon preached at His Majeſty's Coronation at Scoon, the firſt of 
E 165 1. out of which I ſhall give you three Quotations, which may ſerve to 
et you into the reſt, the whole Sermon being full of ſuch moderate Terms.---As 
for England, although the Pope was caſten off, yet the Subjection of Kings 
to Biſhops was {till retained ; for they anointed the Kings, and (ware them 
to their Prelatical Dignity. . They are here, who were Witneſſes at the 
Coronation of the late King. The Biſhops behoved to perform that Rite, 
that the King behoved to be {worn to them. But now, by the Bleſſing of 
God, Popery and Prelacy are removed: The Biſhops, as Limbs of Anti- 
chriſt, are put to the Door ; let the anointing of Kings with Oil go to the 
Door with them, and let them never come in again. 

In another Place, he ſays, The King is bound, without Reſpect of Perſons, 
to extirpate Popery, Prelacy, Superſtition, Hereſy, Schiſm, and Prophane- 
neſs, and whatſoever thall be found contrary to found Doctrine, and the 
Power of Godlineſs; and therefore Popery is not to be ſuffered in his Royat 
Family, nor within his Dominions; Prelacy once pluck d up by the Root, 
is not to be permitted to take Root again; all Hereſie and Error whatſo- 
ever, muſt be oppoſed by him to the utmoſt of his Power; and, by the 
Covenant, the King mult be far from Toleration of any falſe Religion (as 
in the Words of the Covenant is expreſs d: That we thall in like manner, 
without Reipect of Perſons, endeavour the Extirpation of Popery, Prclacy 3 
that is, Church-Government by A Buhops, their Chancellors

Comm ri, without any Triali; as you may ſee at large in Gallienus Redivivus, 
and the Lancaſhire Plot; the Deſigners of which were werſed in that Way, and 
intended to take of many Hundreds 0 Gentlemen o Eſtates ; they were not for med- 
ling with poor Folks, x fo was not their Aim; as may be ſeen in Taff Narrative, 
Printed in 4 Riot, called, A Collection of Papers relating to State-Affairs; 
wherein that whole Myſtery of Iniquity is unravelled, with the Names of the Contri- 
d, and how it was to have been carried on by Aaron S---h, Capt. B-r, 4 Perſon 
now living witi-in a Mile of the Middle of the City of London; though a D---r, 
he can ſwear at, and curſe both Church and Liturgy, like any Barge-man. The next 
I [hall preſent to you, are a Pair of Repubtizan Orators, Mercenary Hirelings, and 
Weekly Scriblers of the Party, whoſe ſhort Characters ] ſhall borrow from Eudibras, 
cnly making it Plural where he ſpeaks ſingular.

plac'd in a Chair, under a Cloth of State, by the Lord of Angus, 
Chamberlain appointed by the King for that Day ; and there, after a little 


Repoſe, the Noblemen, with the

entred the Hall, and preſented themſelves before His Majeſty.

The Spurs being carricd by the 
Earl of Eglington. Next, the Sword, by the Earl of Rothes : Then the 
Scepter, by the Earl of (rau ord and . And the Crown, by the Mar- 
quis of Argyle. immediately before the King. Then came the King, with 
the great Cor.ftable on his right Hand, and the great Marſhal on his left; 
his Train being carried by the Lord Eresbine, the Lord Montgomery, the 
Lord Nenbottle, and the Lord Machlene, four Earls eldeſt Sons, under a Ca- 
nopy of crimſon Velvet, ſuppoxted by {ix Earls Sons; to wit, the Lord Drum- 
mond, the Lord (Carnegie, the Lord Ramſey, the Lord Johnſtoun, the Lord 
Brechin, Lord Teſter; and the {ix Carriers ſupported by ſix Noble Mens Sons. 
Thus the King's Majeſty entred the Kirk. | 

The Kirk being fitted and prepared, with a_Table, whereupon the Ho- 
nours were laid, and a Chair ſet in a fitting Place for His Majeſty's hearing, 
of Sermon, over againſt the Miniſter, and another Chair on the other ſide, 
where he received the Crown ; before which there was a Bench, decently 
covered; as alſo for Seats about, for Noble Men, Barons, and Burgeſſes.

N this Text of Scripture you have the Solemn Enthronizing of Fog, a 
young King, and that in a very troubleſome Time; for Athaliah, the 
other of Abariab, had cruelly murthered the Royal Seed, and uſurp'd 
the Kingdom, by the ſpace of ſix Years. Only this young Prince was 
Fr by Fehoſheba, the Siſter of Ahaziah, and Wife to Febepale, the High 
rieſt, being had with her in the Houſe of the Lord all that time. 
Good Interpreters do conjecture, tho Foaſh be called the Son of Ahaziah, 
that he was not his Son by Nature, but by Succeſſion to the Crown. They 
ſay, that the Race of Solomon ceaſed here, and the Kingdom came to the 
Poſterity of Nathan , the Son of David. Becauſe 2 ron. 22. . it is ſaid, The 
Honſe of Ahaziah had no Power to keep the Kingdom; which they conceive to 
be for the want of Children in that Houſe ; and becauſe of the Abſurdity 
and Unnaturalneſs of the Fact, that Athaliah the Grand- mother ſhould have 
cut off her Son's Children. I thall not ſtand upon the Matter, only I may 
ay, if they were Ahaziah's own Children, it was a moſt unnatural and crue! - 
Fact of Athaliah to cut off her on Poſterity.

For the Uſurpation, there might have been two Motives. 1. it ſeemeth 
that when Ahariah went to Battel, Athaliah was left to govern the King- 
dom; and her Son Ahaziah being ſlain before his Return, ſhe thought the 
Government ſweet, and could not part with it; and becauſe the Royal 
Sce ! ſtood in her Way, ſhe cruclly deſtroyed them, that ſhe might reign 
with the greater Freedom. 2. She was earneſt to ſet up a falſe Worſhip, even 
the Worſhip of Baal; which ſhe thought could not be ſo well done, as by 
cutting oft the Royal Racc, and getting the ſole Power in her Hand, that 
(he might do what ſhe pleaſed.

It was moſt in Uſe with the Biſhops of Rome, who, to keep Kings and Em- 
perors ſubject to themlelyes, did ſwear them to the Pope, when they were 
Anointed, (and yet the Fewiſh Prieſts did never ſwear Kings to themſelves:) 
As for England, althouzh the Pope was caſten off, yet the Subjection ot 
Kings to Bichops was ſtill retained; for they Anointed the King, and fwarc 
him to the Maintenance of their Prelatica!

It was never the Mind of theſe WhO 
receive a King to rule them, to lay all their Government upon him, to do 
what he pleaſeth, without Controulment. | There is no Man able alone to 
govern all. The Kingdom ſhould not lay that upon one Man, who may 
cafily miſcarry. The Eſtates of the Land are bound in this Contract (o 
bear a Burden with hm. en 13:9 Titre. 
" Theſe Men who have flattered Kings, to take untgithem an | abſolute 
Power to do what they pleaſe, have wronged- Kings and Kingdoms. It 
had been good that Kings of late had carried themſelves fo, as this Que- 
ſtion of Kings Power might never have come in Debate; for they have 
been great Loſers thereby: Kings are very deſitous to have Things ſpo- 
ken and written, to hold up their arbitrary and unlimited Power z but 
that way doth exceedingly wrong them. There is one, a learned Man, 
I confeſs, who hath written a Book for the Maintenance of the abſolute 
Power of Kings, called, Defenfio Regia; whereby he hath wronged himſelf 
in his Reputation, and the King in his Government. As for the Fact of 
taking away the Life of the late King, (whatever was God's Juſtice in it 
I do agree with him to condemn it, as a. moſt unjuſt and horrid 

upon their part who did it: But when he cometh to ſpeak: to the Power 
Kings, in giving unto them an abſolute and illimited Power, urging 
the damnable Maxim, Quad libet licet, he will have a King to do what he

In Regard of Subordination, ſome ſay, That a King is ccuntable to 
none but God: Do what he will, let God take Order with it: This lead- 
eth Kings to Atheiſm, let them do what they pleaſe, and take God in 
their own Hand ; 1n Regard of Laws, they teach nothing to Kings but Ty- 
ranny ; and in Regard of Government, they teach a King to take an ar- 
bitrary Power himſelf to do what he pleaſeth without Controlment. How 
dangerous this hath been to Kings, is clear by ſad Experience, Abuſe of 
Power and arbitrary Government, hath been one of God's great Contro- 
verſies with our Kings and Predeceſſors; God in his Juſtice, becauie Power 
hath been abuſed, hath thrown it out of their Hands. And I may confi- 
dently fay, that God's Controverſie with the Kings of the Earch, is for their 
arbitrary and tyrannical Government. 

It is good for our King to learn to be wiſe in time; and know, that he 
receiveth this Day a Power to gevern, but a Power limited by Contract; 
and theſe Conditions he is bound by Oath to ſtand to. Kings are deceived, 
who think that the People are ordained for the King, and not the King for 
the People. The Scripture ſheweth the contrary, Romans 13. 4. The King is 
the Miniſter of God, for the Peoples Good. God will not have a King in 
an arbitrary Way to encroach 2 the Poſſeſſions of Subjects, Ezekiel 45. 
7, 8. A Portion is appointed fer the Prince. And it is ſaid, /Ay Princes ſhall 
10 more oppreſs ny Peunle; and the reſt of the Land ſhall he give unto the. Houſe 
of Iſrael, according to their Tribes, The King hath his dittinct Poſſeſſions and 
Revenues from the Peoples; he muſt not oppreſs, and do what he pleaſeth; 
there mult be no Tyranny upon the Throne. 5 

I defire not to ſpeak much of this Subject. Men have been very tender 
in medling with the Power of Kings; yet ſeeing theſe Days have brought 
forth Debates concerning the Power of Kings, it will be neceſſary to be 
clear in the Matter. Extremitics ſhould: be ſhunned, A King ſhould keep 
within the Bounds of the Covenant made with the People, in the Exerciſe 
of his Power: Concerning the laſt, I ſhall propound theſe three to your 
Conſideration. ; . | 

1. A King abuſing his Power, to the Overthrow of Religion, Laws, and 
Liberties, which are the very Fundamentals of this Contract and Cove- 
nant, may be controled and oppoſed : And if he ſet himſelf to. overthrow 
all theſe by Arms, then they who have Power, as the Eſtates of a Land, 
may and ought to reſiſt by Arms; becauſe he doth, by that Oppoſition 
break the very Bonds, and overthrow the Eſſentials of this Contract an 
Covenant. This may ſcrve to juſtifie the Proceedings of this Kingdom a- 
gainſt the late King, who in an hoſtile Way ſct himſelf to overthrow Reli- 
gion, Parliaments, Laws and Libernes. | * 

2. Every Breach of Covenant wherein a King faileth, aſter he hath 
entred in Covenant, doth not diſſolve the Pond of the Covenant. Net- 
ther ſhould Subjects lay aſide a King for every Breach, except the Breaches 
be ſuch as overthrow, the Fundamentals of the Covenant with the 
People. Many Examples of this: may be brought from Scripture. I hel

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rave bat one. King Aſa entered folemnly in Covenant with God and 
his People, 2 Chrm. 15. After that he falleth in groſs Tranſgreſſions 
and Breaches, 2 Aron. 16. He aflociates bimſelf, and entered in League 
with Benhadad King of Aſſywia, an Idolat v; he impriſoned Hanani, tlie 
Lord's Prophet, who reproved him, and threatned Judgment againtt: 
that Aſſociation ; and at the fame time he oppreſſed ſome of the People; 
and yet, for all this, they neither lay atide, nor count him an Hy- 

crite, | 

- 3. Private Perfons ſfiould be very circumſpect about that which they 
do in Relation to the Authority of Kings. It is very dangerous for pri- 
vate Men to meddle with the Power of Kinęs, and the ſuſpending of them 
from the Exerciſe thereof. 1 do wgemoully confeſs, that 1 find no Exam- 
ple of it: The Prophets taught not ſuch Doctrine to their People, nor the 
828 nor the Reformed Kirks. Have ever private Men, Paſtors, or Fro- 
ors, given into the Eſtates of a Land as their Judgment, unto which they 
reſolyed to adhere, That a King ſhould be ſuſpended trom the Exerciſe of 
luis Power? And if we look upon thoſe godly Paſtors who lived in King 
James his Time, of whom one may truly ſay, more faithful Men lived not 
in theſe laſt Times: For they ſpared not to tell the King his Faults to his 
Face: Yea, ſome of them b gered Perſecution for their Honeſty and Free- 


dom; yet we never read, nor have heard, that any of thoſe godly Paſtors, 


joined with other private Men, did never remonſtrate to Parliament or Eſtate, 
as their Judgment, that the King ſhould be ſuſpended from the Exerciſe of 
his Royal Power. bt NIL eee e PL} 111 

2. It is clear from this Covenant, that People ſhould obey their King in 
the Lord: For as the King is bound by Covenant to make Ule of his Power 
to their Good : fo are they bound to obey him in the Lord in the Excr. 11e 


of that Power. About the Peoples Duty to thar King, take theſe four Ob- 


ſervations. | | f 4 2 

I. That the Obedience of the People is in Subordination to God : For 
the Covenant is firſt with God, and then with the King. It a King com- 
mand any thing contrary to the Will of God, in this Calc Peter faith, Jr 
z« better to obey God than Man. There is # Line drawn from God to the Feo- 
ple; they are loweſt in the Line, and have Magiſtrates ſuperiour and ſu- 
reme above them, and God above all. When the King commandeth the 


cople that which is lawful and commended by God, then Ie ſhould be 
obeyed, becauſe he ſtandeth in the right Line under God, who hath ſet 
him his Place. But if he command that which is unlawful, and forbidden 
of God, in that he ſhall not be obeyed to do it; becauſe he is out of his 
Line. That a King is to be obeyed with ths Subordination, 18 evident from 
Scripture ; take one Place for all, Rum. +3 at the beginning, -ye have both 
Obedience urged to ſuperiour Powers at the Ordinance of God, and Damna- 
nion threatned againſt thoſe who reſiſt the lawful Power. 
It is aid ome, that many Miniſters in Scotland will not have King 
gel but King Charles to reign. Faitfffnl Men are wronged by ſuch 
peeches, I do not underſtand theſe Men: For if they think that a King 
and Feſws are inconſiſtent, then they will have no King. But I ſhall be far 


from 
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from entertaining ſuch Thoughts of them. If they think the doing of a 
neceſary Duty for +, Charles, is to prefer his Intereſt to (Chriſt's, tins 16 
is an Error. Honeſt Miniſters can very well diſcern between the Intereſt of 
Chriſt and of the King. I know no Miniſters that are for ſetting up King 
Charles with Prejudice to Chriſt's Intereſt. | 

3. The third Particular about this Covenant, reſteth to be ſpoken of; to 
wit, ſome Directions to the King, for the right performing of his Duty, 


whereof I ſhall give ſeven. 


1. A King meeting with many Difficulties in doing of Duty, by Rea- 
ſon of ſtrong Corruption within, and many Tentations without, he ſhquld 
be careful to ſeek GOD by Prayer for Grace to overcome theſe Impedi- 
ments, and for an underſtanding Heart to govern his People.. Solomann 
having in his Option to ask what he would, he asked an underſtanding 
Heart to go out and in before his People; knowing that the Government of 
a Pcopl: was a very difficile Work, and needed more than ordinary Un- 
derſtanding. A King alſo hath many Enemies (as our King hath this Day), 
and a praying King is a prevailing King. Aſa, when he had to do with a 
mighty Enemy, 2 Chron. 14. prayed fervently and prevailed. Fehoſhapbat 
was invaded with a mighty Enemy, 2 Cron. 20. He prayed, and did pre- 
"_ Hezebiah prayed againſt Senacherib's huge Army, and prevailed, 
2 Chron. 32. 5 

Sir, you have many Difhculties and Oppoſitions to meet with; acquaint 
— {elf with Prayer; be inſtant with GO D, and he will fight for Yor. 

rayers are not much in Requeſt at Court; but a Covenanted King 
muſt bring them in Requeſt. I know a King is burthened with Multiph- 
city of Affairs, and will mect with many Diverſions : But, Sir, you mu 
not be diverted ; and take Hours, and ſet them apart for that-Exerciſe ; 
Men being once ecquainted with your Way, will not dare to divert you. 
Prayer to God will make your Affairs eaſie all the Day. I read of a King 
of whom his Courticrs {aid, He ſpoke oftner with God, than with Men. 
If you he frequent in Prayer, you may expect the Bleſſing of the moſt High 
upon your {clf, and your Government: ads an gen 

2. A King mult be careful of the Kingdom which he hath ſworn to main- 
tain. We have had many of too private a Spirit, by whom Self- Intereſt 
hath been preferred to the Publick. It becometh à King well to be of a 
publick Spi it, to care more for the Publick, than his own Intereſt. Se- 
nates and States have had Motto's written over the Doors of. the Meet- 


ing- places: Over the Senate's Houſe at Rome, was written, Ne, quid Re- 


publica detrimenti capiat; T ſhall wiſh this may be written over your 
Aſſembly-Houſes : But there is another which I would have written with 
it, Ne quid E cl iſia detrimenti capiat. Be careful of both; let not Kirk 
nor State ſuffer Hurt; let them go together. The beſt Way for ſtanding 
of a Kingdom, is a well conſtitute Kirk, They deceive Kings, who make 
them believe that the Government of the Kirk, I mean Presbyterial 
Government, cannot ſute with Monarchy. They ſute well, it being che 
9 Chritt, rendring to God what is Gods, and to Ceſar what 15 
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Sir, Kings who have a tender Care of the Kirk, Iſai. 41. 3. are called 
Nurſing Fathers. You would be careful that the Goſpel may have free 
Paſſage through the Kingdom, and that the Government of the, Kirk may 
be preſerved intire, according to your Solemn Engagement. The Kirk hath 
met with many Enemics, as Payiſts, Prelates, Ha'iznants, which 1 peſs as 
known Enemies, But there arc two forts more, who at this time would be 
carefully looked on. 

I. Sectariet, great Enemies to the Kirk, and to all the Ordinances of 
Chriſt, and more particularly to Presbyterian Government, Which they have 
and would have altogether deſtroyed. A King (hould ſet lümſelt againf? 
theſe, becauſe they are Enennes as well to the King as to the Kirk, and 
Arrive to make both fall together. 

2. Eraſtians, more dangerous Snares to Kings. than Settaries ; becauſe 
Kings can look well enough to thele, who are againſt themiclves and 
their Power, as Settaries, who will have no King: But Eraſtians give 
more Power to Kings than they ſhould have, and are great Enemies 
to Presbyterial Government : For thcy would make Kings believe that 
there is no Government but the Civil, and derived from thence ; which 
js a great Wrong to the Son of God, who hath the Government of the 
Kirk diſtin from the Civil, yet no ways prejudicial to it, being ſpiri- 
tual, and of another Nature. Chriſt did put the Magiſtrate out of Suſpiti- 
on, that his Kingdom was prejudicial to Civil Government, affirming, 
Ay Kingdom is not of this World, This Government Chriſt hath not 
committed to Kings, but to the Office-bearcrs of his Houle 3 who, in 
Regard of Civil Subjection, are under the Civil Power as will as o- 
thers; but in their ſpiritual Adminiſtration, they arc under Chriſt, who 
hath not given to any King upon Earth the Ditpentation of ſpiritual 
Things to his People. 

SIR, You are in Covenant with God and his People, and are obliged 
to maintain Presbyterial Government, as well againſt Eraftians as Seftarics. 
I know this Eraſtian Humour aboundeth at Court. It may be tome En- 


deavour to make your Reproach upon that, for which God hith puniſhed _ 


your Predeccſſors. Be who he will that medleth with this Government 
to over-turn it, it ſhall be as heavy to him as the burthenſome Stone to 
the Enemies of the Kirk, They are cut in Pieces who burthen themſelves with 
it, Zach. 12. | 

3. A King in Covenant with the People of God, ſhould make much of 


thoſe who are in Covenant with r in high Eſtimation the faith- 


ful Servants of Chriſt, and the godly People of the Land. It is rare to find 
Kings Lovers of faithful Miniſters, and om People. It hath been the 
Fault of our own Kings to perſecute the Godly. 


1. Let the King love the Servants of Chriſt, who ſpeak the Truth. Evil 
Kings are branded with this, that they contemned the Prophets, 2 Cron. 
25. when Amaziah had taken the Gods of Seir, and ſet them up for 
his Gods, a Prophet came to him, and reproved lum, unto whom the 
King ſaid, Who made thee of the Kings Counſel, forbear left thou be ſmitten. 
This Contempt of the” Prophet's Warning, is a Forc-runner of following 
Deſtructiop. 
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Deſtruction. Be a careful Hearer of God's Word; take with Reproof, 
eſteem of it as David did, Pſal. 141.5. An excellent Oil which ſhall net break 
the Head. To make much of the faithful Servants of Chriſt, will be an E- 
vidence of Reality. | | 

2. Let the King eſteem well of godly Profefiors, Let Piety be in Ac- 
compt. It is a Fault very common, that pions Men, becauſe of their 
conſcientious and ftrict Walking, are hatcd by the Prep ane, who love to 
live looſely. It is uſual with prophane Men to labour to bring Kings unto a 
Diſtaſte of the Godly ; 4 when Men who have profeſed Picty 
become ſcandalous; whereupon they are ready to judge all pious Men 
to be like them, and take Occaſion to ſpeak Evil of Fiety. I fear at 
this Time, when Men who have been commended for Piety have fallen 
foully, and betrayed their Tru, that Men will take Advantage to ſpeak 
againſt the Godly of the Land. Beware of this, for it's Satans Policy to put 
Hety out of Requeſt. Let not this move any: Fall who will, Piety is ſtill 
the fame, and pious Men will make Conſcience both of their Ways and 
Truſt. Remember, they are precious in God's Eyes, who will not ſuffer 
Men to deſpiſe them, without their Reward. Sir, let not your Hcart be 
from the Godly in the Land, whatever hath fall'n out at this time. I dare 
affirm, that there are very many really godly Men, who by their Prayers are 
ſupporting your Throne. 

4. A King ſhould be careful whom he putteth in Places of Truſt, as a 
main thing for the Good of the Kingdom. It is a Maxim that Truſt ſhould 
not be put in their Hands who have oppreſſed the People, or have be- 
trayed their Imſt. There is a Paſſage in Story, meet for this purpoſe : One 
Septimius Arabinus, a Man famous, or rather infamous for Oppr.ſſion, was 
put out of the Senate, but re- admitted. About this time, Alexander 
Severus being choſen to the Empire, the Scnators did entertain hun with 


| publick Salutations and Congratulations, Severus eſpying Arabinus a- 


mongſt the Senators, cried, Numina! Aralinus non folum wivit, ſed in 
Senatum wvenit: Ah ! Arabinus not only liveth, but he is in the Senate. 
Out of juſt Indignation he could not cndurc to ſec him. As all are 
not meet for Places of Truſt in Judicatures, ſo all are not meet for 
Places of Truſt in Armies. Men would be choſen who are godly and 
able for the Charge. | | 

But there are ſome who are not meet for Tiuſt. 1. They who are godly, 
but have no Skill nor Ability for the Place: A Man may be a truly godly 
Man, who is not fit for ſuch a Place; and no Wrong is done to him, nor 
to Godlineſs, when the Place is denied to him. I wonder how a godly 
Man can take upon him a Place whereof he hath no Skill. 2. They who 
have neither Skill nor Courage, are very unmeet; for if it be a Place of ne- 
ver fo great Moment, Faint-hearted neſ will make them quit it. 3. They 
who are both skilful and ſtout, yet are not honeſt, but pertidious and trea- 
cherous, {ould have no Truſt at all. 

Of all tliefe we have ſad Experience, which ſhould not move you to make 
Choice of prophane and godleſs Men, by whom a Bleſſing is not to 


be expected; but it ſhould move you to be wary in your Choice; 1 am 
confident 
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confident ſuch may be had, who will be faithful for Religion, King and 
Kinzdom. - 8 

There hath been much Debate about the Exerciſe of the King's Pow- 
er; yet he is put in the Exerciſe of ls Power, and this Day put in a 
better Capacity to exerciſe it by his Coronation. . Many are affraid tat 
the Exerciſe of his Power ſhall prove dangerous to the Cauſe; and indeed 
1 confeſs there is a Ground of Fear, when we conſider how this Power 
hath been abuſed by former Kings; therefore, Sir, make good Uſe of 
your Power, and ſeœœ that you rather Feep within Bounds, than exceed in 
the Exerciſe of it. I may very well give ſuch 2 Counſel, as an old Coun- 
ſellor gave to a King of France. He having ſpent many Years at Court, 
deſired to retire into the Country for enjoying Privacy fit for his Age; and 
having obtained Leave, the King his Maſter required him to ſet down, and 
write {ome Advice of Government to leave behind bim; which he, out 
of Modeſty declined. The King would not be denied, but leit with bim 
Ten and Ink, and a Sheet of Paper. He being alone, after iome Thoughts, 
wrote with fair and legible Characters in the Head of the Sheet, Modus, 
in the Middle of the Sheet, Modus, and in the Foot of the Sheet; Moduc, 
and wrote no more in all his Paper; which he wrappel up, and delivered 
to the King, meaning that the beſt Counſel he cou'd give him, was, that 
he ſhould keep Temper in all Things. Nothing more fit for a young King, 
than to keep Temper in all. Take his Counſe, Sir, and be moderate in 
the Uſc of your Power. The belt Way to keep Power, is Moleration in 
the Ule of it. | | 

6. The King hath many Enemies, cven ſuch as are Enemies to his Family,

4 In ſpeaking of the King's Behaviour to our Enemies, one thing I cannot 
| paſs : There is much {ſpoken of a Treaty with his Enemy; Lam not of the 
Judgment of ſome, who diſtinguiſh a Treaty before Invaſion, and after In- 
vaſion, and fay, treating is very lawful before Invaſion, becauſe it is ſup- 
poſed there is little Wrong done; but after Invaſion, when a Kingdom is 

ronged, and put to infinite Loſſes, then ſay a Treaty is to be ſhuimed: 
But in my 1 a Treaty may be lawful after Invaſion, and Wrongs 
ſuſteincd. The End of War is Peace; neither ſhoutd Deſire of Revenge 
ob't:ud it, providing it be ſuch a Treaty and Peace, as is not prejudicial 
to Religion, nor to the Safety of the Kingdom, nor to the undoubted Right 


of ſhe Xing, nor the League and Covenant whereunto we are ſolemnly 
tngaged.“ | 378

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Zut I muſt break oft this Treaty with a Story related in Plaarch. The- 
City of A.::ns was in a great Strait, wherein they knew not what to d 
Themiſtoc es in this Strait, ſaid, he had ſomething wherein to give his Opi- 
nion, for the Behoof of the State; but he thought it not fit to deliver 
himielt publickly : Ariſtides, a Man of great Truſt, is appointed to hears 
him privatcly, and to make an Account as he thought meet. When Ari- 
ſtides came to make luis Report to the Senate, he told them, that 7 hemriſeo- 
cles his Advice was indecd profitable, but not honeſt : Whereupon the Peo- 
ple would not fo much as hear it, There is much whiſpering of a Treaty, 
they are not wilhng to ſpeak 124 of it. Hear them in private, and 
it may be the belt Advice ſhall be profitable, but not honeſt. If a Treat 
ſhoul be, let it be both prpfitable and honeſt, and no Lover of Peace will 
be againſt- it. 8 | 

7. Seeing the King is now upon renewing of the Covenants, it would 
be remembred., that we enter into Covenant, according to our Profeſ- 
ſon therein, with Reality, Sincerity, and Conſtancy, which are the Quali- 
fications of good Covenanters. Many doubt of your Reality in the Co- 
venant : Let your Sincerity and Reality be evidenced by your Stedfaſt- 
yes and Conſtancy; for many have begun well, but have not been con- 

ne. 

In the ſacred Hiſtory of Kings, we find a Note put upon Kings accord- 
ing to their Carriazes. One of three Sentences written upon them. 1. Some 
Kings have this written on them, He did Evil in the Sight of the Lord : They 
neither begin well, nor end well. Such an one was A4haz King of Judah, 
and divers others in that Hiſtory. 2. Others have this written on them, He 
did that which mas right in the Sight of the Lord, but not with a perſect Heart, 
Such a one was Amzziah, King of Judah, 2 Chron. 25. 2. He was neither 
ſincere nor conſtant: When God bleſſed him with Victory againſt the 
Edumites, he fell foully from the true Worſhip of God, and ſet up the Gods 
of Elom. 3. A third Sentence is written upon the godly Kings of Fulah, 
He did right in the Sight of the Lord, with a perfect Heart ; as Aſa, Hezehiah, 
Fehoſaphat, and 70/54h. They were both ſincere and conſtant. Let us nei- 
ther have the firſt nor the, ſecond, but the third written upon our. King, 
He did right in the Sight of the Lord, with a perfect Heart. Begin well, and 
continue conſtant. | un 
Before I cloſe, I (hall ſcek leave to lay before our young King two Ex 
amples to beware of, and one to follow ; the two warning Examples, one 

of them is in my Text, another in our own Hiſtory. * 

Tbe firſt Example of Foaſßh: He began well, and went on in godly 
Reformation all che Days of Fehejada; but it is obſerved, 2 Chron. 2. 
17. after the Days of Felojada, the Princes of Judah came, and did 
Obeyſance to the King, and he hearkened unto them, ver. 18. It ap- 
peareth they had been at wait till the Death of Fehojada ; and took 
that Opportunity to deſtroy the true Worſhip of God, and ſet up falſe- 
Worſhip, flattering the King to that Effe: For it is ſaid, They 25 the 
"Houſe of the Lord, and ſerved Groves and Idols; and were ſo far from being 
reclaimed by the Prophet of the Lord, that was ſent unto them, that they 

| conſpired: 
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conſpired againſt Zechariah, the Son of Fehejada, who reproved them 
Final for their dolatry, and ſtoned him with Stones, ard flew him at 
*the King's Commandment. And wer. 22. it is ſaid, Joaſh rememlred not 
the Kindneſs that Ichojada his Father had dune to him, but flew his 
Son. 
Sir, Take this Example for a Warning : You are obliged by the Cove- 
nant to go on in the Work of Reformation; it may be ſome great Ones 
arc waiting their Time, not having Opportumty to work for the preſent, 
till aſterward they may make Obeyſance, and perſwade you to defiroy 
all that hath been done in the Work of God theſe divers Years. Beware of 
it; Let no Allurement of Perſwaſion prevail with you to fall from that, 
which this Day you bind your ſelf to maintain. 
Another Example I give you, yet in recent Memory, of your Grand- 
father King F-mes : He fell to be King very young, in a Time full of 
Difficulties ; yet there was a godly Party in the Land, who did put the 
Crown upon his Head. And when he came to ſome Years, He and his 
People entred in a Covenant with God, he was much commended by god- 
ly and faithful Men, comparing him to young Jah ſtanding at the Al- 
tar, renewing 4 Covenant with God; and he himſelf did thank Gol that 
he was born in a Reformed Kirk, better reformed_—than En land; for they 
retained many Popiſh Ceremonies : Yea, better reformed than Geneva ; for 
they keep tome Holy Days: Charging his People to be conſtant, and pro- 
miſing timiclf to continue in that Reformation, and to maintain the ſame. 
Notwithſtanding of all this, he made a fol Defection: He remembred 
not the Kindneſs of them who had held the Crown upon his Head ; yea, 
he perſecuted faithful Miniſters, for oppoſing that Courſe of De'e*tion. He 
never reſted till he had undone Presbycerial Government, and Eirk-Aſſem- 
blies, ſetting up Biſhops, and briligung in Ceremonies, againſt which he had 
formerly given large Teſtimonies. In a Word, he laid the Foundation, 
whereupon his Son, our late King, did build much Miſchief in Religion all 
the Days of his Lite. 
Sir, 1 lay this Example before you the rather, becauſe it is ſo near you, 
that the Guiltinck of the Tranigreſſion licth upon the Throne and Fa- 
mily, and it is one of the Sins for which you have profeſſed H umiliation 
very lately. Let it be laid to Heart, take Warning, requite not faithful 
Men's Kindneſs with Perſecution ; yea, requite not the Lord ſo, who hath 

reſerved you to this Time, and is ſetting a Crown upon your Head.

The third Reaſon why God will be avenged of - thoſe that are Covenant-break- 
ers, is, becauſe that à Covenant is the greateſs Obligation, and the moſt forcible 
Chain that can be invented to rye us to Obedience and Service. God may juſtly 
challenge Obedience without covenant ing by Virtue of Creation, Preſervation, and 
Redemption ; he hath made us, and when loft, he hath purchaſed us with his Blood. 
But being willing more abundantly to manifeſt his Love, and that we might be 
the more faſtned to him, he hath tied himſelf to us, and us to him by the Rrong 
Bond of a Covenant; as if God ſhould ſay, Oh ye Sons of Men, ſee you are re- 
bellious, and Sons of Be/;al;: and therefore if it be poſſible, I will make you fare, I 
will engage you unto me; tot only by Creation, Preſervation and Redemption, bus 
allo by Right of Covenant and Aſſoci ation. I wilt make you mine by Promiſe and 
Oath, And (urely he that will break theſe Bonds, is as bad as the Man poſſeſſed 
with the Devil in the Gel, whom no Chains could keep faſt, When we enter 
into Covenant with Gad, we take the Oath of Supremacy, and [wear unto him that 
he ſhall be our chief Ld and Governor ; and that we will admit no foreign Power 
or Juriſdiction, but that God ſhall be all in all, We likewiſe take the Oath of 
Allegiance to be his Servants and Vaflals, and that be ſhall be our Supreme in Spi- 
rituals and Temparals, Now for a Chriſtian that believes there is a God, to break 
both theſe Oaths of Allegiance and. Supremacy, it is a curſed Treaſon againſt the God 
of Heaven, which faurely God will be avenged of. Amongſt the Romans, when 
any Soldier was preſſed, he took an Oath to ſerve the Captain fairhfally, and not 
ro forſake him; and he was called Miles per ſacramentum. Sometimes one took an 
Oath for all the reft, and the others only ſaid, The ſame Oath that A. B. took, the 
ſame do I. And theſe were called A/ites pro conjurationem, or Milites evocats. 
And when any Souldier forſook his Captain, he had Martial Law executed upon 
bim. Thus it is with every Chriſtian: He is a profeſſed Soldier of Chriſt, he hath 
taken Preſs-Money ; he hath (worn and taken the Sacrament upon it to become 
the Lord's; he is Miles per ſacramentum, and Myles per conjurationem, Aud it he 
forſake his Captain, and break Covenant, the great Lord of Hiſts will be avenged 
of him, as it is written, Fer. 11. 3. Curſed be the Man that obeyeth not the Words of 
this Covenant. To break Covenant is a Sin of Perjury, Which is a din of high Na- 
ture; and if for Oaths. the Land mourneth; much more for Breach of Oaths. To 
break Covenant is a Sin of ſpiritual Adultery ; for by cavenanting with God we 
do as it 'were jon our ſelves in Marriage to Gad, as the Hebrew Word fignitiethy 
Fer. 50. 5. Now to break the Marriage Knot is a Sin for which God may juſtly 
give a Bill of Divorce to a- Nation. To break Covenant is a Sin of Injw 
tice ; for by our Covenant we do enter, as it were, into Bond to God, and engage 
our 0m as a Creditor to his Debtor.

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The fourth Reaſon why God muſt needs be avenged” of thoſe that are Chvenahtt 
breakers, is, becauſe it is an Act of the higheſt Sacriſege that can be committed. 
For by Virtue of the Covenant the Lord lays Claim to us as his peculiar Inheritance, 
Exeh. 16. 8. I ſware tmto thee, and entered into Covenant with thee, and thou becameſt 
mine, Fer. 31. 33 I will be their God, and they ſhall be my People, Ix is worthy 
Obſer vation, that in the Covenant there is a double Surrender, one on God'i Part, 
another on our Part. God Almighty makes a Surrender of himſelf, and of his Son, 
and of the Holy Ghoſt, Behold, ſaith God, I am wholly thy God; all my Power, 
and Mercy, and Goodneſs, Gc. is all thine 3 my Son is thine, and all his rich Pur- 
chaſes; my Spirit is thine and all his Graces. This is God's Surrender. On cut 
Parts, when we take hold of the Covenant, we make a Delivery of our Bodies 
and Souls into the Hands of God, we chooſe him to be our Lord and Governor, 
we reſign up our ſelves into his Hands. Lord we are thine at thy diſpoſing; we 
alienate our ſelves from our ſelves, and make a Deed of Gift of our ſelves, and 
give thee the Lock and Key of Head, Heart, and Affections, Sc. This is the Na- 
ture of every religious Covenant, bur eſpecially of the Covenant of Grace, But 
now for a Chriſtian, to call in as it were bis Surrender, to diſclaim his Reſignation, 
to ſteal away bimſelf from God, aad to lay Claim to himſelf after his Alienation ; 
to fulfil his own Luſts, to walk after his own Ways, to do what he lifts, and not 
what he bath Covenanted to do, is the higheſt degree of Saorilege, which. God will 
never ſuffer to go unpuniſhed, And if the Stick- gatherer, that did but alienate a 
little of God's Time ; and Ananias and Sapphira, that witheld but ſome Part of 
his Eftate : and if Be/ſhazzer for abuſing the Conſecrated Veſſels of the Temple, 
were ſo grievoufly puniſhed; how much more will God puniſſi thoſe that alienate 
themſelves: from the Service of that God, ro whom they have {worn to be obe- 
dient 2 It is obſerved by a Learned Author, of three famous Commanders of the 
Nomant, that they never proſpered after they had defiled and robbed the Temple 
of Feruſalem. Firſt, — the great, he went into the Sanctum Sanctorum, a 
Place never before entered by any but the High Prieſt, and the Lord blaſted him 
in all his Proceedings after that Time. Ve illi qui terram non babuit ante ad victo- 
riam, deeſſet illi terra at ſepulturam: That he that before that Time wanted Earth 
to overcome, had not ac laſt Earth enough to bury him withal. The next was 
Craſſus, who took away 10000 Talents of Gold from the Temple, and afterwards 
dyed, by having Gold poured down his Throat, The third was Caſſius, who af- 
ecrwards killed himſelf. If then God did thus avenge himſelf of thoſe that pollu- 
ted his conſecrated Temple; much more will he not leave them unpuniſhed that are 
the living Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, conſecrated ro God by a Covenant, and aſter- 
wards proving ſacrilegious, robbing God of that Worſhip and Service which they 
have {worn to give him. 
The fifth Reaſon why this Sin makes the Time perilous; is, becauſe covenant - 
breakers are reckon'd amongſt the Number of thoſe that have the Mark of Reproba- - 
tion upon them, I do nor ſay that they are all Reprobates; yer I ſay that the 
Apiſtle makes it to be one of thoſe Sins which are committed by thoſe that are gi- 
ven up to a reprobate Mind, Rom. 1. 28. 31. The Words are ſpoken of the Hea- 
then, and are to be underſtood of Covenants made berween Man-and Man. Bur. 
den the Argument will bold. a fortiori. If it be the Brand of a Reprobate to break 
Vovenant with Man, much more a Covenant made with the great Fehovab by the 
'itting up of. our Hands to Heaven. 3

The laſt Reaſon is, becauſe it is a Sin againſt ſach infinite Mercy, ſuch Bowels 
of God's unexpreſſible Mercy, It is ſaid, Fer. 31, 22. Which Covenant they brake, 
although I was a Husband to them, That is, although I had choſen them for my 
Spouſe, and married my ſelf unto them with an everlaſting Covenant of Mercy, 
and intailed Heaven unto them, yer they have broken my Covenant.

There is a fivefold Mercy in the Covenant, ( eſpecially 
in the Covenant of Grace) that makes the Sin of Coyenant-breaking to be ſo

1. It is a Mercy rhat the great God will vouchſafe to enter into Cov:nant with 
Duſt and Aſhes. As David ſaith in another Caſe, Is it a ſleigbe Matter to be the Son- 
in-L aw of a King ? So may I ſay, Is it a ſleight Matter for the Lord of Heaven and 
Earth to condeſcend ſo far as to covenant” with his poor Creatures, and thereby to 
become their Debtors, and ro make them as it were his Equals > When Fonathan 
and Dævid enteted into a Covenant of Friendſhip, though one was a King's Son, 
the other a poor Shepherd, yer there was then a kind of Equality between them. 
But this maſt be underſtood warily, according to the Text, 2 Cor. 2. 9. Bleſſed be 
God who hath called us into the Fellowſhip of his Son Feſus Chriſt our Lord.

1. The Merey is the greater, becauſe this Covenant was made after the Fall of 
Adam; after we had broken the firſt Covenant. That the Lord ſhould try us the 
ſecond time, is not only an Act of infinite Goodneſs of God, but of infinite Mercy. 
There is a Difference between the Goodneſs and the Mercy of God. Goodneſs may 
be ſhewed to thoſe that are not in Miſery; but Mercy ſuppoſeth Miſery: And this 
wag our Condition after the Breach of the firſt Covenant. |

If it be ſuch a Lend. devouring Sin to be a Covenant - 
breaker, let us from hence learn the True Cauſe of all the Miſeries that have hap- 
pened unto Enpland in theſe late Years. The MPomb out of which: all our Cala- 
mities are come, England has broke Covenant wth GOD, and now GOD is 
breaking England in pieces, even as a Potter breakes a Veſſel in pieces. GOD 
hath ſent his Sword to avenge the quarrel of his Covenant. As CHRIST whipt

It was the great Sin of the People of Iſrael 
that they were unmindſul of the Covenant, Neb, 9. 17. They firſt forgot the Covenant, 
and afterwards did quickly forſake it. He chat forgets the Covenant, muſt needs be a 
Covenant - breaker. Let us therefore remember it, and carry it about us as quori diamum 
argumentum, and quotidianum munimentum. Firſt, let us make a Covenant a daily Ar 
mene againſt all Sin and Iniquiry'; and when we are tempred to any Sin, let us ſay, 1 
bave ſworn to forſake my old a nd and if I commit this Sin, I am not only a Com- 
mandment- breaker, but an Oach-· breaker; I am perj ur d, I have ſworn to reform my Fa 
mily, and therefore I will not ſuffer a wicked Perſon to tarry in my Family.

And know this one thing, that if the Covenant be not a daily Argument and Munifent a- 
gainſt fin, it will become upon your breaking of it, quot i dianum teſtimonium, & eMMknum 
opprobrium. A daily witneſs againſt you, as the Book of the Law was, Deut. 31. 26. and 
aneverlaſting ſhame and reproach unto you and yours. Th 
2. Let us have bigh Thoughts of the Covenant. Actions and Aﬀections follow our Ap 
prebenfions. If thy Judgment be be/eapred with a corrupt opinion about the Covenant, chy 
Affections and Actions will quickly be beleapred alſo. And therefore you opght to endea- 
vour according to your places, that nothing be ſpoken, or written, that may tend to the 
Prejudice of the Covenant. 8 
3. You muſt take heed of the curſed ſim of Self. love, which is placed in the forefront 
as the cauſe of all the Catalogue of fins here named; becauſe Men are lovers of themſelves, 
therefore they are covetous, &c. and therefore they are Covenant - brealert. A Self ſecker 
cannot be a Covenant. breaſter; this is a ſim that you muſt hate as the very gates of Heli. And 
this is the ſecond ſin that I promiſed in the beginning of my Sermon to ſpeakto: but the time 
and your other occaſions · will not permit. There is a Natural Self- love, and Divine Self. love, 
and a Sinful Se love. This Sinful Self love is when we make our ſelves the laſt end of all 
our Actions, when we ſo love our ſelves, as to love no Man but our ſelves, according to 
the Proverb, Every man for bimſelf, Sc. When we pretend God and his Glory, and the 
Common geod; but intend our ſelves, aud dur own private gain and intereſt; when we 
ler ve God upon palitick-deftgns : Of this Sinful Selfiove the Apoſtle ſpeaks, Phil. 2.21. 
For all ſeek, their own, and not the things of Feſus Chriſt. And if we bad a Window to look 
into the Hcarts of moſt People, we ſhou'd find their Hearts made up all of this idola- 
zrous Self love. All their deligns are for io promote themſelves. They monopolize and 
ingro's all to themlelves, as if made for themielves. Where this Sinful Self-love dwells, 
there dwells no love to God, no love to thy Brother, no love to Church nor State. This Sinful 
Selt- love is the Caterpillar that deſtroy eth Church and Commonwealth. It is from this Sioful 
Self-love that the Public Afasrs dtive on ſo tigavily, and that Chwch:government is not ſer · 
tied, and that our Ceuenant is ſo much neglected. Of this fin I cannot now. ſpeak : But
